wide conspiracy between manufactur­ 
ers and contractors* agents in Wash­ 
ington to solicit government war or­ 
ders under an agreement to pay com­ 
missions illegally to the agents was 
disclosed yesterday 
by the 
Depart­ 
ment of Justice. 
Simultaneously with the announce­ 
ment raids were made on hundreds 
of 
manufacturers* 
business 
offices 
throughout 
the 
United States 
in 
search of papers showing the scope 
of the illegal practice, and four busi­ 
ness men were indicted in Washing­ 
ton on charges 
of acting a® contin­ 
gent fee agents. 
Even before the results of the raid 
were fully reported here, officials indi­ 
cated they had evidence that scores, 
perhaps hundreds of contracts have 
been made with manufacturers who 
were under pledge to turn over to 
contract commission agents in Wash­ 
ington, New York, and elsewhere, a 
percentage of their profits. 
Claimed To Have “Pull” 
Officials said 
the 
manufacturers 
were led to enter the agreements by 
assurances of the agents 
that they 
had special influence with Army 
of­ 
ficers or others in charge of letting 
contracts, and under threat to use 
that influence against the manufac­ 
turers. 
Evidence was said to have 
been secured that some of the agents 
already have made their thousands in 
commission fees. 
This development led to investiga­ 
tion of the relations between certain 
army officers -and these agents, 
and 
although there is no definite indica­ 
tion that these officers are knowingly 
involved in the conspiracies, Secretary 
Baker i.s making a thorough investi­ 
gation in co-operation with the De­ 
partment of Justice, and authorized 
the statement that he would go to the 
bottom of any conspicuous cases. Sec­ 
retary Dtaniqls also is ^keeping in 
close touch with the investigation, and 
the whole situation has been called 
to the attention of President Wilson 
and his cabinet. 
The commission agents guilty of 
those pr«V»cas will fae prosecuted 
under conspiracy statutes and all con­ 
tracts made by them or with their 
aid are subject to annulment by the 
government. 
Nationwide Trap Sprung 
Ramifications of the plot may lead 
shortly to other disclosures as sen­ 
sational as those of yesterday. These 
may develop 
as reports 
trickle in 
from the dramatic raids prearranged 
for four o’clock yesterday afternoon, 
Eastern time, when Secret agents of 
the Department of Justice’s Bureau 
of Investigation entered offices of sev­ 
eral hundred business firms, showed 
their badges of authority and spent 
several hours going 
through 
letter 
files searching for documents which 
might shed light on contingent fee 
contracts. 
Eleven offices 
in Wash­ 
ington were raided at the same time, 
and a great mass of papers of con­ 
tract agents was carried away. 
Four Indicted 
At almost the same hour that the 
raids were made a federal grand jury 
in Washington returned indictments 
charging conspiracy to obtain 
con­ 
tracts under the illegal contingent fee 
plan against John Fleming, 
former 
water commissioner of Boston; John 
T. Cavanaugh, Kugene Sullivan and 
Joseph Kohn, all of Boston. 
These 
men, it is charged, worked together 
in a mysterious 
involved 
manner, 
persuading 
manufacturers 
to 
pay 
them commissions on contracts they 
obtained, reporting 
that 
they had 
special influence 
with certain 
un­ 
named army officers, 
and in some 
cases actually pr^curing the contracts 
and receiving their fees. 
It was officially announced 
that 
these men were 
detected in 
their 
negotiations with B. A. Bitten, pres­ 
ident of the Quaker City Rain Coat 
Company, Philadelphia,
